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The  production  of  all  crops  in  Italy  for  1921,  as  shown  on  page  132 
compares  in  most  instances  quite  favorably  with  the  production  of  I92O  and 
I91U.    An  estimate  of  the  production  of  cotton  in  China  for  1921  is 
1,125,000  bales  (500  pounds)  or  approximately  hQ$  less  than  the  production 
for  1920.

The  production  of  sugar  in  Cuba  for  the  five-year  average  I9O9-I3  and 
for  each  year  from  I91U  to  1921  as  found  on  page  137  shows  the  production  to 
have  increased  from  2,295,000  short  tons  for  the  five-year  average  to 
4,407,000  tons  for  1920,  the  largest  yield  for  any  year  with  the  exception 
of  I9IS  when  the  yield  was  4, 597, 000  tons.     The  yield  for  1921  is  estimated 
as  3»936,000  tons.

PRODUCTION  AMD  EXPORTS  OF  CORN  IN  MEXICO. 

The  corn  production  of  Mexico  for  1921  is  estimated  to  be  71,005,000 
bushels,  though  owing  to  difficulties  in  gathering 'statistical  data,  this 
probably  represents  only  about  75  or  SOfo  of  the  actual  production.  The 
production  for  the  five-year  average  of  I9O9-I913  was  16U , 657 , 000  bushels. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  amount  available  for  export  for  1921  will  be  about 
11,810,000  bushels.     The  government  has  issued  an  order  removing  all  duty 
on  exports  of  corn. 

The  availability  of  the  crop  for  home  consumption  is  doubtful  for 
the  reason  that  means  of  distribution  are  inadequate  and  expensive.  A 
surplus  exists  in  some  parts  of  the  country  and  a  shortage  in  others.  The 
latter  regions  find  it  less  expensive  to  import  from  the  United  States 
than  to  transport  the  grain  over  the  mountains  from  other  parts  of  Mexico.

LAND  REFORM  OF  ESTOTIA. 


The  purpose  ox  the  Land  Reform  Act  is  the  creation  of  a  class  of  small 
farmers  in  the  place  of  former  large  estate  holders.  The  forests,  waste  land 
and  marshes  which  form  a  permanent  land  reserve  remain  at  the  disposal  of  the 
government. 

Before  the  Land  Reform  Act,  Esthcriia  was  divided  among  IIU7  large  estate 
holders  vfbo  owned  5,993,000  acres  of  land  or  57. 95  per  cent  of  the  whole  c&mtty, 
and  50,9ol  small  farmers  owning  U, 350,000  acre's,  or  1+2,05  Ver  cant  of  the  total 
area.,  .  . 

.According  to  the  new  Land  Reform  Law,  it  is _  calculated  that  IO65  estates 
with,  an  area  of-5,S2S,000  acres,  or  97  per  cent  of 'the .  total  large  estates,  will 
he  tahen  over  by  the  State.    Of  this  total  1,6U7, 000  acres  has  been  set  aside 
for  division  into  small  farms.    The  former  rented  lands  have  already  he  en  given 
over  to  their  lessees  and  the  act  of  division  has  merely  comprise::  the  straighten- 
ing out  of  boundaries.     The  former  land  lords  are  to  receive  payment  for  the 
portable  properties  according  to  a  fixed  schedule.     The  large  estates  are  to  be 
divided  and  rented  in  lots  of  27  to  SI  acres  to  applicants  of  -horn  ex- soldiers 
are  to  have  priority  rights.    As  however,  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
division  of  the  large ,  e states  at  one  stroke,  a  part.'p'f  these  have  been  temporarily 
let.  to  their  former  owners  and  part  again  divided  temporarily  until  the  final 
division  can  be  accomplished.    The  whole  division  should  he  concluded  according 
to  schedule  about  I92U. 

For  the  economic  year  of  1022 ,  15 ,  3c k  small  farms  comprising  SU6,000  acres 
have  been  marked  out  on  certain  land  to  be  leased  for  rent  in  money.    To  make  up 
these  farms  125  large  estates  will  he  wholly  divided!  and  36  partially  divided. 
The  possibility  of  allowing  these  farms  to  be  acquired  later  through  purchase  has 
been  kept  in  view  during  the  division.
